Then be went into town and out to the 
wreck-- on a steamer. 
were 
not long pending and the wreck 
be- 
came the property 
of S. 
G. Wilder. 
The 
returns 
were

trouble and the money obtained there- 
from was put into the home which he 
faithfully promised his family to build. 
A house was soon, started 
and the 
beautiful 
home on Judd street 
given 
the name of Eskbank. 
In the mean- 
time Mrs. Wilder and

gone to Boston and upon their return 
there stood their home, the creation of 
the best architects 
of that day in Ho- 
nolulu.

Colonial Secretary Cham- - 


, berlain Expands It. 


Develop. New Territory As It Is 
Acquired on Civilized 
, 
Basis. 


In a speech at Birmingham, 
Eng., 
November 13, 
1896, 
Mr. Chamberlain, 
Colonial Secretary, said: 
"I should be perfectly prepared to 
admit that If other nations would only 
stand aside it might have been wiser 
that we should have proceeded more 
gradually, that we should have devel- 
oped the countries that we already pos- 
sessed before seeking this vast exten 
sion. But there was no appearance 
of 
such an inclination on the part of other 
nations. I can truly say that we were 
not the first or the most eager to move; 
but if we had remained passive what 
would have happened? 
Is it not as 
certain as that we are sitting here that 
the greater part of the continent 
of 
Africa would have been occupied 
by 
Sangullly, 
who 
our commercial 


sent 


be 


proceeded, as the first act of their pel 
ley, to close this great potential 
mar- 
ket to British trade? Let me make one 
Temark here, the proper consideration 
of which would, I think, do very much 
to modify that jealousy 
with which 
undoubtedly 
foreign 
nations 
regard 
our extension. 
My 
remark 
is this: 
That we, in our colonial policy, as fast 
as we get new territory and 
develop 
it, develop it as trustees of civilization 
for the commerce of the world. We of 
fer in all these markets over which our 
flag floats the same opportunities, the 
same open field to foreigners that we 
offer to our own subjects, and upon the 
same terms. 
And in that policy we stand alone, 
because every other nation, as fast as 
it acquires new territory 
acting above 
all in the interest of the countries that 
they 
administer 
every 
other 
nation 
seeks at once to secure the mono'poly 
for its own 
products by preferential 
and artificial methods. Under these cir- 
cumstances, I say, it was a ma'tter of 
life and death to us that we should 
not be forestalled 
in these 
markets 
of the future to which we may have 
learned 
to look for the extension 
of 
our trade, and even for the subsistence 
of our people, and in considering the 
results of our policy, I think we Brit- 
ons 
I must not say Englishmen, 
be- 
cause my Scotch friends would think I 
was excluding them from a field indeed 
in which they have taken even more 
than their fair shares 
but I say that 
tho results 
of our policy 
are results 
upon which we Britons can look back 
with satisfaction. 
It is inteiesting 
to 
notice that we alone have been success- 
ful in making these acquisitions 
prof- 
itable. 
Every addition to the colonial 
possessions of France or of Germany 
adds .immediately, 
and continues 
to 
add, to the latest date, a heavy burden 
upon 
the 
taxpayers 
of 
the 
mother 
country. 
Whereas in our case all our 
colonies and territories are either 
from the first or become 
in a very short space of 
time, the French colonies and the 
Ger-n.- an 
colonies seem somehow' or other to 
rail to attract any commercial and civ- 
ilian population. 
I think the recent of- 
ficial returns of the German Empire 
show that in their colonies, 
which ex- 
tend over more than a million square 
miles, there are less than 700 civilian 
Germans 
less, in fact, than there are 
of that nationality in many of our own 
colonies. 
While in the foreign colon- 
ies no 
population 
from 
the mother 
country is attracted, in our colonies we 
find that settlement proceeds gaily, and 
they take off all our most adventur- 
ous spirits and relieve us of some 
of 
our surplus population. 
And I think I 
may go further and say that this sys- 
tem, while it is certainly satisfactory 
to ourselves, Is productive of advant- 
ages to the people over whom we exer 
cise control. It is said that you cannot 
make omelettes without 
breaking-eggs- . 
You cannot exercise control over sav- 
age countries which previous 
to your 
arrival have been in a state of constant 
anarchy and disorder without occasion- 
ally coming into conflict with their 
savage rulers and having to shed some 
blood; but I say that universally it has 
proved to be the 
case that after 
a 
time we have secured the pacification 
of the country, we have put an end to 
the tribal conflict which has previously 
interfered with progress, we have de 
stroyed those 
slave-raidin- 
g 
expeditions 
which' have been fatal 
to commerce, 
and we have secured the permanent 
improvement 
of the country and the 
increase of the population. 
Now that 
is a statement which I believe applies 
universally to all the new acquisitions 
which we have made on the continent 
of Africa, and I cannot help thinking 
that it justifies even that large exten- 
sion of territory which has been forced 
upon us."

Ask the average citizen outside the 
country what Honolulu people do 
and he will say that they "raise 
.augur." 
In 
this 
issue 
of 
the 
Gazette is contained a general 
de- 


scription of the manufacturing 
in- 


dustries of this city 
a demonstra- 
tion that we have in our midst 


.progressive, 
and, for the most part, 
prosperous individuals and corpor- 
ations 
engaged 
in 
supplying 
to 


some extent the demand for man- 
ufactured 
products. In a country 
where 
sugar 
is 
king, 
coffee 
a 
Tiealthy and 
growing prince 
and 
'agricultural products in the ascen- 
dency generally, it cannot be said 
that our manufactures 
cut much 
figure in a comparative statement 
of our national industrial 
affairs. 


"We have no forests and no mines, 
consequently 
the general 
disposi- 
tion in years past has been to buy 
the manufactured 
products in the 
markets 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
This is the general custom at the 
present time; nevertheless, 
as our 
population 
and 
national- - wealth 


has increased we find the active 


Anglo-Saxo- n 
gradually feeling his 


way along the pathway of home 
production. 
In every department 
of this particular line of business 
the ''beginning 
has., been made in 
a small way, and flic measure of 


success rewarding the various ven- 
tures has been satisfactory. 


One of the best features 
con- 
nected 
with 
the 
manufacturing 


now1- - carried 
on 
hex.e is that- - it 
calls for 
skilled 
workmen, 
and 
when men are brought to the coun- 
try to fill positions with the 
va- 
rious corporations, they come from 
the middle classes, and there is no 
question as to their "influence 
and 
value as members of the body po- 
litic. 
That manufacturing, 
other 
than the preparation of our natural 
products for market, has an 
un--j 
precedented future or that it offers 
unusual 
opportunities 
for invest- 
ment we are not prepared to 
as- 
sert. Hawaii must always look to 
other countries for raw material, 
and 
the increase or decrease 
of 
manufacturing establishments will 
depend 
upon 
the 
character 
and 
size of our population. The devel- 
opment thus far has however kept 
pace "with the steady growth of the 
country, the increase of population 
and larger production of its

One of the most noticeable 
features is the care witli which 
he has avoided any reference

JAPANESE MATTERS. 
It was believed last year by, the 
foreign residents of Japan that 
the 
-- new 
Cabinet, 
formed 
by 


Count Matsukata, would not last 
long. Its policy was one opposed 
to that of Count Ito, who did so 
well during the war times of '94. 
"Opposition" 
in Japanese 
poli- 
tics is not founded 
on political 
principle. It is rather a personal 
affair, and touches men and not 
measures.. 
Count Okuma, 
on the 
15th of January made a remark- 
able speech in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. He announced that 
"National polity must be fixed, 
unchanged 
and continuous, 
and 
the best method 
of diplomacy 
is 
to adhere strictly to th6 principles 
of international law. 
Diplomacy 
must be based 
on justice. 
The 
power of justice is great, for it is 
sure to enlist the sympathy of the 
whole world." 
Here is a government 
which is 
"pagan," as the term is generally 
used, Christianity, 
has no direct 
force in it The people governed 
by it are in the depths of "heath- 
enism." 
Yet within 
.10 years it 
places itself abreast of the most 
civilized white races, and tells the 
world that it accepts 
the very 
broadest principles of justice 
in 
its international 
affairs. 
Count 
Okuma alludes, also, to the great 
influence of the United States in 
the Venezuela matter. If any one 
suspects that the Government 
of 
Japan had at that time any 
de-- J 
signs about these Isjnuds, he can 
see, in this speech, the very 
pro- 
found lespect it has for the opin- 
ions of the Great Republic.

Japanese 
Parliament 
shows, in its present session, the 
peculiar results

without party issues. The various 
combinations against the Cabinet. 
tumble 
to pieces. 
The. members 
of the House deal with men, not 
measures. 
The spirit of the clan,

Every member of the House feels 
like the Irishman:

settled policy, about which there 
is no issue. 
"Issues" will rise in

The Japanese Government

rency policy. It fixes the rate of 
silver at .12 to 1. This will be a

experiment, 
and

carried out, will provide some val 
uable 
farts 
for the next 
presi- 
dential 
campaign 
in the Unite 
States. 
The effect of this policy 
will be seen here, 
on the wages 
of the Japanese laborer. 
At pres- 
ent 
he 
converts 
his 
monthly 
wages of ?KJ in gold into 
25 in 
Japanese silver. 
Under the new 
order of things he will get only 
about 
1S for it. It is the ?25 in 
Japanese 
silver 
which 
makes 
these Islands the financial 
Para- 
dise of the Japanese laborer. 
A 
reduction 
in the apparent value 
of silver will modify the desire 
for emigration. 


JAPANESE 
IMMIGRATION. 
Li the discussion of the immi- 
gration 
question now 
before the 
courts, the Japanese will do well 
not to be too rapid in their inter- 
pretation of the action of this Gov- 
ernment. 
The assertion that the 
Government action has its founda- 
tion in prejudice 
and a desire to 
shut out Japanese is absolute bosh. 
To put the situation 
briefly 
the 
question 'to be decided is whether 
the laws of this country are to lie 
respected 
or 
ridden 
over 
rough 
shod. 
The only reason wliv the 
Japanese feel the restraining hand 
of the Government 
oftener 
than 
other classes is simply due to the 
fact that either through ignorance 
or malice of forethought 
we trust 
the 
former 
the Japanese 
hayo 
failed to appreciate 
the fact that 
in coming to the Hawaiian Islands 
as contract laborers, they as well 
as 
all 
other 
nationalities 
must 


comply with the strict letter of the 
law. 
' 
Notwithstanding 
the 
contract 
labor system is distasteful and will 
sooner or later be wiped 
off our 
statute books, the fact still remains 
that it is there, that the Govern- 
ment must be recognized in labor 
importations, 
and whatever 
class, 
clan, race or faction 
attempts 
to 
make a broad interpretation 
of the 
law to suit their own purposes must 
abide by the results. 
Up to the 
present 
time the 
course of 
the 
Government has been simply to get 
the matter in such shape as to bring 
it before the legal authority of the 
laud 
the 
Supreme 
Court. 
The 
Government will abide tyy the 
de- 
cision of the Court and the Japa- 
nese must do the same if they ex- 
pect to continue to be classed 
as 
law abiding citizens. 
The action 
of the Japanese in talking of indig- 
nation meetings is ill timed and ill 
advised and demonstrates that they 
either have no appreciation of the 
situation or are inclined to make 
trouble. 
The 
Japanese 
have the 
same 
rights under' our laws as the 
citi- 
zens of any other nation, but they 
ought 
distinctly 
to 
understand 
that 
they 
are not 
in 
any 
way 
exempt from the penalties follow- 
ing infraction 
of those laws. 
As 
a matter of fact they have howled 
before they are hurt. 
They must 
not consider that they are always 
in the right and the Government, to 
action of

These

1 3 time for them to talk when the 
Court has completed its work.- - If 
the Japanese'ee fit to test the elas- 
ticity of our immigration laws they 
must endure the inconvenience of 
going through the Courts. 
Had

come here under

same circumstances as the last lot 
of Japanese they would have suf 
fered the same fate. 
The laws of

The intention 
of the bill is to 
exclude from 
the United States, 
ignorant and "undesirable" 
people. 
It is perfectly well understood that 
"undesirable" 
people 
include 
all 
those who will 
work at 
cheaper 


wages 
than ' the American 
work- 
men, and those who will compete 
with 
American 
laborers. 
The 
Asintics are distinctly 
within

prescribed class. 
To exclude all these undesirable 
people from the United States, and 
at the same time, annex our 
isl- 
ands in which they largely 
out- 
number the whites, would be rather 
an inconsistent act.

happy household where boarders were 
taken in.

When the excitement had subsided 
Susumagro, a photographer, 
said he 
would like to take a fall out of some 


body, and stepped to the footlights. He

had left their

sitions 
in a country 
where they only 
got $13 a month, and didn't have to 
work Sundays. 
"But, thank goodness, we are able 
to point with pride at this glorious cli- 
mate of Hawaii and teay with emotions 
swelling in cui breasts: 'We made you 
what you are and you belong to us'." 
He said:

the Islands, but nowhere can you go 
but you'will find H. 1. J. M.'s subjects 
working 
in

homes of the rich or in the banking 
houses and offices in the city. 
But I 
digress. 
We came not here tonight to 
ra'se Cain, but to reason with one an- 
other. 
We are 
law abiding 
citizens, 
and we respect the courts and judges 
here. We must wait for the decision to 
be rendered. 
Upon that we pin our 
faith, and not until that Is rendered 
can we say whether we are to be 
or abused. From what the Jap 
anese nave done m this country i am

cluding one woman, and a number of 
white people present.

An eight page letter from a joung 
lady in St. Joseph, Mo., was read 
Alexander. 
In this 
the 
appli- 
cant for a position as teacher in some 
one of the schools 
of the Republic of 
Hawaii, asked for all the information 
that the secretary and members of the 
Board might be able' to gather. 
She 
had heard 
of the teachers out here 
getting $150 a month and was most de 
sirous of having such money. 
She 
de- 
scribed her physical condition and ap- 
pearance, enumerated 
her capabilities 
.and early and later accomplishments 
and told of how she had at one time 
made up her mind to be a nurse in a 
hospital but found the scene behind 
the curtain not quite as enticing as the 
representations 
that had been made to 
her, all this helping toward prejudic- 
ing her in faor of the life of a school 
teacher. 
Mr. Scott made a short report on 
improvements made in various schools 
of the city and especially in the Prac 
tice school. 
Professor 
Alexander 
reported 
that 
the school lot at Waipio, Ewa, had been 
rediscovered. 
Mr. 
C, 
A. Brown was 
desirous 
of obtaining 
a lease of the 
place. 
It was mode and carried that 
the matter be referred 
to Minister 
Cooper. 
Mr. Bowen told of his visit to Arm- 
strong Smith's schpoJon Wednesday 
in company with some 
of his friends 
from the States. 
Mr. Bowen said that 
he could not speak too highly of the 
excellent 
work done along the line 
of music. 
The tonic sol fa system was 
perfectly familiar to the children and 
their manner of singing was easy and 
accurate. 
Mr. 
Bowen 
then told of a 
certain little medicine chest which Mr. 
Armstrong Smith'kept in his room at 
all times for the cure of varjous ills 
that from time to time beset the child- 
ren and' of the very good effect that 
the various medicines therein contain- 
ed had had upon the children.

bottles,

pieces of candy had 
been put. 
These bottles are labeled: 
"Badness," 
"Laziness," 
"Bad Words," 
and the other tricks 
and habits that 
aie common 
to a certain portion of the 
school children all over the world. If 
a teacher reports to the principal that 
a pupil has been guilty of any one of 
these misdemeanors, 
he is taken

fore the principal, his case diagnosed

Japan Lies Outside Circle of Tele- 
graphic Communication 
of World. 


Apropos of the Pacific cable scheme 
for supplying news to the far East, the 
Japan Mail, 
In Its issue of Feb. 
24, 
presents some facts showing the value 
of the present system to Yokohama. 
The aritcle in the Mail on the subject 
is occasioned by a circular issued by 
the agent of Reuter's Telegram 
Com- 
pany on the expiration of the contracts 
entered into with the Gazette and the 
Mail. 
The proposition In the circular 
is that should 
sufficient 
private 
sup- 
port, at $100 per annum for each sub- 
scriber, be forthcoming, new arrange- -' 
mcnts could be made for supplying 
te- 
legraphic news of the chief events of 
the world. 
By the new arrangements, 
each subscriber would receive private 
Information 
of all the events 
prior 
to their appearance 
in the papers. 
The Mail says that during the past 
year the public has received telegrams 
from Shanghai, reperesenting 
an out- 
lay 
-- of 
COO yen 
monthly. 
Of that 
amount 400 yen was paid by the Japan 
Gazette, the Japan Herald, and vari- 
ous 


of 


subscribers, 
and 
200 yen by the 
Japan Mail. 
"We ourselves never 
be- 
lieved in the wisdom of the arrange- 
ment. 
Japan lies outside the circle 
of telegraphic facilities. 
It costs four 
times as much to have,a message wired 
on 


from Shanghai 
to Yokohama 
as it 
costs Shanghai 
to procure 
the same 
message from Hongkong. 
Shanghai, 
in short, lies at the end of a chain of 
stations 
Hongkong, 
Singapore, 
Col-umb- o, 
etc 
each 
of which 
contri- 
butes to defray the expense of trans- 
mitting a commonly useful telegram 
it 
from London, and all have the advan- 
tage 
of 
of a special press rate. 
One 
ob- 
vious result Is that these places 
re- 
ceive from Europe items of news not 
too dear at six pence a word. When, 
however, Yokohama is invited to pay 
jtwo shillings 
a word for the same 
intelligence, sent across from Shang 
hai, the question whether correspond- 
ing value is obtained for the 
quad- 
rupled 
charge 
becomes well 
worth 
considering. 
The experience of the 
past twelve months seems sufficient to 
furnish an answer. 
Has the commun- 
ity received a fair equivalent, or any- 
thing like a fair equivalent, for the 
heavy outlay involved? 
Of course Reuter's Agents in Shang- 
hai 
and Yokohama have spared 
no 
pains in performing the service, but 
the jjoint 
Is that the material 
avail- 
able 
for transmisison 
to Yokohama 
was, in great part, not worth the cost 
of transmitting 
it 
So long as the 
present 
scale otrates 
remains 
un- 
changed, the sensible plan, we 
ven- 
ture to think, is to procure the cream 
only of the 
Shanghai 
telegrams. 
If 
the whole of the telegraphic news re 
ceived 
there from London were 
for- 
warded to Japan, the expense would 
be about a thousand 
yen monthly. 
Yokohama 
has, therefore, 
been 
get- 
ting 
stx-tent- hs 
of the service approxi- 
mately, during the past vear, and has 
been paying for it rearlv two and 
half times as much as Pbanghai piv 
for the whole. 
A careful examinaMc 
of the telegrams received here unde. 
the 
arrangement 
just 
terminated 
shows, we think, that, on the 
estimate, 
not one half 
o 
hem were worth what they cos. 
Now 
that fresh subscriptions 
are 
these facts ought to be taken into con- 
sideration. 


JlcNEILL 
NOT 
GUILTY. 
Skipper of the Karkentine 
S. G. 
Wilder Exonerated. 
The case of Captain McNeill 
of the 
barkentino"S. G. Wilder, charged with 
crueltv 
to animals, 
came up in the 
Police Court yesterday morning. 
De- 
fendant plead" not guilty. 
J. Macdonald the owner of the horses 
told of the shipment of the same from 
San Francisco, of the fact that Captain 
McNeill had charge of them, that one 
of the two injured ones had to be shot 
on 
account 
of 
injuries 
sustained 
through contract with the stalls, these 
being too small. 
Witness testified that 
the Injuries could have been prevented. 
iThe horses 
in the next stalls 
were 
"smaller 
and were not injured at all. 
nanfain 
McNeill 
had admitted to him 
that the stalls were improperly built.! 
When heput the horses aboard he ex- 
plained that he had the stalls lengthen- 
ed so that there would be no chafing. 
This was done at sea. 
Denutv Marshal Hitchcock testified 
that he had seen the horses after the 


arrival of the Wilder. 
One was a 
ppr-fe- ct 
mass of sores and the other was 
badly injured as to be unable to 


rantaln McNeill 
Od the morning of 
leaving San Francisco 
my attention 
was called to the fact that the stalls 
were 
too 
short 
so I made them 
10 
inches longer 
than the usual 
stalls. 
Rough weather caused Hhe chafing ot 
the horses for three successive days 
after leaving. 


Cross-examin- 
Lengthened stables 
just after got to sea. 
Have brought 
down horses for the last 20 years but 
none have been so badly chafed. 
The 
weather was very bad and I had to 
look after my ship. 
Did all I could to 
alleviate the suffering of the animals. 
A. Stewart 
testified 
to about the 
same story as Captain McNeill, taking 
blame from his shoulders.

COFFEE ON HAWAII 


Meeting of the Planters 
Association at Hilo. 


Needs of the Planters 
Discussed-Coff- ee 
Cleaning Plant May 
Be Erected. 


The Hawaiian Coffee Planters' 
Asso- 
ciation met in Firemens Hall last Sat- 
urday evening and there was a good 
attendance, and the purposes of these 
meetings 
were 
freely 
entered 
upon, 
says the Hilo Tribune 
of March 
Gth. 
President 
Grossman was in the, chair 
and A. M. Wilson secretary. 
After the 
preliminaries, 
business 
and 
Teports 
were disposed of, a lively exchange of 
ideas as to pruning, topping and plant 
ing followed, 
and so varied were the 
recommendations, 
so 
many 
different 
conditions 
and 
effects 
resulting 
that 
the Tribune scribe" could not keep track 
them, which is xery regrettable. 
A 
A. 
number 
agreed that cultivation 
and 
enriching the soil produced more vig 
orous trees, and vigorous trees were 
not materially influenced by red spider 
and kindred parasites that flourish up 
weaker stock. The planting of trees 
for windbreaks 
should be done with 
care, for such greedy feeders as the 
banana flourished at the expense of the 
neighboring 
coffee trees. It was 
at 
cultivation of the soil is gain- 
ing in favor, for all who are doing it 
see a vast improvement in their trees. 
The sweetening of the soil by turning 
up to the sun, free and friable, turn- 
ing under the sods, is taking the place 
the littered field wherever it is pos- 
sible to do so. 
Drainage of fields was 
recommended wherever practical, as it 
was another means by percolation 
of 
sweetening the land, In preference to 
evaporation by the sun. 
Forking 
the 
soil around the trees where tho cultiva- 
tor had not reached was advocated, 
and particularly 
is this desirable 
In 
those fields where no cultivation was 
carried" on, owing to the surface being 
covered by logs and limbs. It has been 
observed in Oiaa that the red spider 
confined 
his operation 
to trees 
only 
under two years and a half old, and 
when that age was passed the trees 
seemed to enjoy immunity from this 
pest. 
One planter, whose opinions are held 
in great' esteem, who holds that exten 
sive cultivation 
is most essential 
to 
success, 
warned his listeners that dis- 
turbing or tearing the roots worked an 
Injury to the trees and did not seem 
to be able to suggest how cultivation 
of the land and avoidance of the roots 
was to be accomplished. 
Note: 
This 
same difficulty 
has been ,experienced 
in California, where irrigation 
was in 
vogue, and at first too much water was 
used, which resulted in the tree roots 
confining themselves 
to the surface 
soils. Deeper ditches were tried with 
success, 
and a systematic pruning 
of 
roots of all trees at time of planting. 
It is recognized to be a fact that the 
shape of a tree can be largely 
influ- 
enced or controlled by the manner and 
method of root pruning, 
and in wet 
districts where the tendency of trees 
were toward surface roots the custom 
is to prune off the laterals 
and give 
care to the setting 
downward 
of the 
ap root. 
Drainage 
is also of great 
"nlue, as it will lower the moisture and 
"lie 
roots 
will inhabit 
lower 
levels, 
-- ml then cultivation 
of the land does 
not threaten the life of the roots. 
A discussion as to results in planting 
out nursery 
followed, 
and a great 
va.-- . 
:ety of experiences were offered, 
and 
every known seed had proven good and 
bad, which seemed 
to mean that the 
condition of the seed must be carefully 
looked 
after. 
There seems to be no 
particular 
season 
best 
adapted 
for 
planting seed, as it grows immediately 
juid flourishes continuously. 
It is rec 
ommended 
that 
holeing 
the 
land 
should be done sometime in advance of 
setting out the trees, that the proper 
chemical changes in the soil be accom- 
plished before tamping back the filling 
soils. 
"What are we going to do with our 
coffee?" was asked. "Who is going to 
clean it and market it?" It was report 
ed that the .Hllo Electric Light Com 
pany had changed their plans about 
putting up a cleaning plant, but would 
be pleased to furnish 
power for the 
same. It was evident that there has 
been considerable debate on the out- 
side of this meeting on this question, 
for the suggestion that the association 
should build Its own cleaninc 
plant 
was greeted with applause, and inquiry 
orougnt out tne ract that a plant com- 
plete In every respect could be erected 
for $3,500, and one that could handle 
the crop of all time to come would cost 
$6,000. 
This fact brought a motion tin 
that committee of five members be ap-- 
pointea to examine into the feasibility 
of forming a 
$10,000 
company 
from 
among the members 
of-th-e 
association, 
and it was carried. 
Messrs. 
C. L. 
Wight, Le Blond, Sisson, Judge 
Ly- 
man and Ross were appointed on this 
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committee to report at the next meet- 
ing to be called by the chair. 
Mr. C. L. Wight, as president of the 
Wilder Steamship Company, requested 
the coffee growers present to furnish 
him with 
two-nou- 
samples of their 
coffees for exhibition in Honolulu, and 
also for the purpose of sending them 
abroad for testing to aid in establish 
ing a demand and grade for Hawaiian 
coffees, 
which were freely promised, 
and doubtless will be forthcoming. The 
Tribune 
will 
offer 
to forward 
these 
samples if they are sent in on. the 
stages, and attend to the shipping by 
steamer of the same to their destina- 
tion. 
The following parties 
interested Jn 
coffee 
growing were 
offered 
as new 
members and were duly elected: Rev. 
Mr. Hill, 
C. L. Wight, Judge Lyman, 
W. A. Ray, George Williams, Mr.

EverythlngQulet But.Trouble Was

. Nobody hurt! 
'Shortly after 8 o'clock last night the 
telephone bell at the police 
station 
jingled merrily to the tune of: "Send 
10 policemen over to the quarantine 
station immediately!" It was Jack 
Mc- 
Veigh's 
melodious 
voice, 
and 
while 
there was in it no ting of agitation, 
still, there became communicated 
to 
the police station a touch of agitation 
extraordinary, which resulted in Lieut- 
enant Wells of the Mounted Patrol ex- 
ecuting a Paul Revere ride through the 
city. The first place he struck was the 


Inter-Islan- d 
wharf,, 
and, 
obeying 
a 
command, a policeman came tumbling 
out of the deep shadows, fingering his 
'club 
nervously. 
v "Go up to the police station!" 
came 
the command. 
Perpetual 
motion was 
set to work in connection with this 
officer and others, and before long 10 
stalwart policemen 
were at the 
sta- 
tion, as well as a crowd of about 
100 
others, who gathered about the doors, 


. calling for guns to quell the disturb- 
ance, in what locality they knew not. 
The hurrying 
of the policemen to 
the station "attracted the attention 
of 
pedestrians, and rumors of war among 
the Japanese at quarantine were quick- 
ly circulated. 
One excited individual 
rushed among the crowd and informed 
each individual that the entire lot of 
Japanese 
had 
escaped 
from 
the 
grounds and that the police were 
re- 
quired to capture 
them. 
This rumor 
obtained credence all over the city, 
though it was entirely without founda- 
tion. 
Next came the rush to the boat land- 
ing of 10 policemen, who 
piled into 
the 'boats tied there without 
fear of 
even a bath in the water. 
A pull of a 
very few minutes landed them on the 
pier of the quarantine 
station wnart, 
and then came a quick march to the 
island. 
There they were met by Jack 
Mc- 
Veigh and assigned 
to the 
various 
pests, relieving the regular guards and 
specials. They 
took their places as 
ordered and shortly afterwards, Lieut 
enant Wells, all dressed for war, came 
stalking 
down to tne station 
10 lane 
command of his men, according to ord- 
ers from police headquarters. 
The police officers were required to 


rtm-.ns- 
their cuns in a safe place, and 
to hang their cartridge belts on top of 
them, as it was thought by authorities 
at the quarantine station that the sight 
of these might stir the Japanese into 
a turbulent 
mood. 
Clubs were handed 
the men with the brass buttons, who 
not being used to such light weapons, 
made somewhat of an objection, but 
when they saw the quiet mood of the 
- Japanese 
immigrants 
they 
concluded 
that their hard fists might 
suffice to 
quell any disturbance. 
They took their posts, and the other 
guards, 
tired out 
from hearing 
the 
beating of the waves and the uncertain 
babel of many voices from the town, 
stole away to their blankets 
among 
'the mosauitoes. 
While all this was going on there 
was a more sober scene in the fumigat- 
ing room, where, seated around the ta- 
ble was a council of investigation, 
of 
which J. A. Magoon was president. 
To 
his right sat a young attorney, while 
on the other side of the dimly burn- 
ing kerosene lamp were Messrs. 
Mc- 
Stocker and Stratemeyer of the Custom 
House, Stenographer 
McMahon 
and a 
j Japanese 
agent. 
Behind these latter 
was Chester 
Doyle, 
who tapped 
the 
Japanese 
immigrants 
gently 
on the 
back and bade them, under oath, 
an- 
swer the questions required of them. 
These were the beginning 
of the 
535 
imigrants, 
who were rejected by the 
authorities, 
and into whose cases the 
Government were carrying 
on an 
which will probably last 
today, tomorrow and the next day. 
It was a very grim council that 
Ev- 
en Chester 
Doyle refrained 
from 
a 
smile, and Josh Tucker, on the outside, 
uttered a melancholy cry of distress. 
No dinner had yet been served. 
However, the police were busy 
do- 
ing their work, and about 11 o'clock. 
while the authorities 
were sua ques- 
tioning Japanese, a squad of five more 
men with Captain Parker in charge, ar-

Rumors of an uprising 
among the 
. 
Japanese were rife in town last night, 
and probably not until this morning 
will some too sanguine people believe 
that "nobody was hurt."

who managed to reach the station was 
told to remain outside and guess what

was going on witHIn, but under no cir-- 
cumstances 
publish it, as the

last night for the purpose of making 
another 
official investigation

status of the C65 Japanese immigrants,

A reporter 
for the Advertiser

quested permission of Deputy Collector 
McStocker to accompany

tion, hut as it Tvas to be something out 
of the ordinary and bore a somewhat 
legal aspect he was refened to Judge 
Magoon, with the temark that he (Mr, 
McStocker), personally, had no objec 
tions to a member of the press going 
with them. 


Ex-Jud- 
Magoon, 
however, was of 
a different opinion. On receiving an af 
firmative answer to his, question:

promptly denied the request, and

marked that it was "not a matter for 
the newspapers,

was merely a duplicate, or to be more 
correct, 
a quadruplicate 
of the first. 
Each immigrant upon whom there was 
a suspicion of crookedness in the mat- 
ter of his 
or her 
landing 
was put 
through a rigid examination and when 
Jie had answered all the questions, he 
didn't know where he was at. 
Of the 
entire lot less than a hundred passed 
muster 
and those 
who 
did run 
the 
gauntlet 
of legal 
or vain 
questions 
without being scarred were allowed to 
pack their blankets 
and go up town 
and see their cousins yesterday noon. 
Among 
the 
Japanese 
kamaainas, 
those who have lived here from six 
months 
to as many years, the action 
of the Government is not looked upon 
with 
any degree 
of favor. 
One 
of 
these, 
a 
merchant 
of 
considerable 
standing 
in the colony 
thought 
the 
position of the Government most 
ex- 
traordinary. 
In speaking 
of the 
ex- 
citement caused on Tuesday night by 
sending a detail of police to quarantine 
island, he said: 
The Hawaiian 
Government claims 
that the landing of the Japanese 
im- 
migrants 
at quarantine 
station 
does 
not constitute 
a legal landing in the 
Hawaiian Islands. 
Suppose 
the Japan 
ese should kick up a row there, what 
jurisdiction 
would 
the 
Government 
have over them? 
I wish they would 
start a fight," 
continued 
the 
little 
brown fellow, "just to have the thing 
decided. 
But there won't be any trou- 
ble, I am sure. These men have been 
in quarantine 
the limit 
of time, and 
they know it, and want to get out. If 
they should become 
surly I could not 
blame them.

Honolulu and cannot get work. 
They 
are coming 
on 
every 
steamer, 
and 
those who have 
$50 when thy land, 
spend it soon after, and then live on 
their friends, or the earnings 
of 
wo- 
men. 
So long as --they can live in this 
way they will not work, and so long 
as the immigration agents get ?2.50 a 
head on every laborer, 
free or 
con- 
tract, 
who 
lands 
here, those 
people 
will be encouraged to come. 
Laborers 
on, plantations 
write home that they 
are making plenty of money, and this 
statement is supported by the agent of 
the immigration company. 
"I am told Eome interested 
parties 
favor bringing here as many free 
la- 
borers as wish to come, until they find 
on their arrival 
that employment 
is 
an impossibility 
I cannot agree .with 
them on this plan. 
On the contrary, I 
believe missionaries should be sent to 
Japan who will visit every district and 
maKk public speeches, telling the 
peo- 
ple what 
the 
true 
situation 
in 
Ha-w- aji 
is. One white man and a Japan- 
ese interpreter 
is all that would be re- 
quired, and the few thousand 
dollars 
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necessary for their expenses could' be 
raised 
by 
popular 
subscription 
and 
with 
assistance 
from 
the 
Hawaiian 
Government." 
Yesterday a delegation composed 
of 
representatives 
ot the various 
immi- 
gration companies waited upon H. I. 
J. M. Consul General Shimamura and 
stated their grievances. 
As a result 
of this 
meeting, 
which 
lasted 
more 
than 
an 
hour 
an 
indignation 
mass 
meeting of Japanese residents will be 
held today, the location of it could not 
be learned,, 
The Japanese up to the time of tho 
meeting have been tranquil 
and this 
is the first intimation they have given 
that they intended 
taking 
any steps 
toward pressing their claims for 
z. re- 
cognition of their rights. 
In order to 
ascertain 
whether 
the meeting 
today 
will have the support of the represen- 
tative of Japan a reporter for the Ad- 
vertiser called on Consul General Shi- 
mamura at the Legation last night. 
Replying to the question regarding the 
call of the immigration agents in the 
afternoon the Consul General said: 
"It was in no sense a meeting. Sev- 
eral of the immigration 
agents called 
here and presented their applications 
and the action of the Government in 
refusing.a landing to the Japanese now 
in quarantine 
was freely discussed. 
"Can you say whether there will be 
a meeting 
of Japanese 
residents 
to 
morrow?" was as.ked by the reporter. 
"That 
I know 
nothing 
of. 
These 
gentlemen called upon me as the offici- 
al representative 
of Japan and Etated 
their grievance and I listened to what 
they had to say." 
--"Assuming, Mr. Shimamura, that you 
consider that they have a grievance 
do you propose taking official recogni- 
tion of it?" 
"Assuredly 
yes! 
I am here to pro- 
tect to the extent of my power all Jap- 
anese subjects and that I propose to 
do. 
This second refusal of the Hawai- 
ian Government to permit 
Japanese 
subjects to land here is a very serious 
matter,. 
Hawaiians are allowed 
to land 
in Japan 
and Japanese 
must be per 
mitted 
to land here as long as the 
treaty 
between the two Governments 
continues in force. People say that the 
money in possession of these free labor 
ers, students 
your paper calls them, 
has been provided by the immigration 
agents 
or 
the 
steamship 
companies. 
This is false; investigation 
has 
prov- 
en it so, and in my opinion it is sim- 
ply 
a 
prejudice 
of the 
people here 
against my people. 
"The parents 
of these, free laborers 
can furnish 
them money and 
experi- 
ence no hardship from it and I know, 
frpm an investigation, which has bgen 
made by me, quietly, if you wish, that 
the charges made are groundless. It is 
a serious thing to prevent the landing 
of these Japanese subjects, a very seri- 
ous thing." 
"Have you had any correspondence 
with the Department of Foreign Affairs 
relative 
to the matter?" 
was asked of 
the Consul. 
"As yet no. 
I have been too busy in 
my office ami I see by the papers that 
the matter is being taken to the 
Su- 
preme Court. Tills was the case some 
months ago and it was decided that the 
Japanese 
had a legal right to land 
In a day or two, after this present case 
goes to the Court and decided 
I will 
act but I cannot do so until then." 
In reply to the questions whether or 
not the Japanese Government had been 
notified 
of the affair, Mr. Shimamura 
"answered 
testily. 
"Certainly. 
I must'keep my Govern- 
ment informed 
in all matters which 
pertain 
to Japanese 
subjects. 
This 
matter, let me repeat is a serious one 
(o us and al! of the documents in my 
possession in connection with the cage 
will be forwarded 
to the department 
at Tokio by the steamer tomorrow." 
"You also forwarded a cablegram by 
the Australia 
today, Mr. Shimamura; 
was that in Telation to this quarantine 
case?" asked the reporter. 
"It had to do with that, yes, hut you 
must not question me too closely. 
You 
understand my position and that there 
are questions I cannot answer." 
With a keen perception of the situ- 
ation the reporter became more guard- 
ed and the next question was: 
"Of cpurse you do not mind telling 
me, 
Mr. Shimamura 
whether 
or not 
you have requested your Government 
to send a man of war here?" 
At this the shrewd diplomat dodged 
again 
and said laughingly, 
"I must 
decline to answer such a leading ques- 
tion. 
My Government has been noti- 
fied of the action of this Government 
further than that I decline to speak." 
Then the reporter tried a side step 
followed 
by a center rush on another 
point which seemed vulnerable. 
"It is said by 
the Japanese 
mer 
chants, 
Mr. Shimamura, that you fa 
vor the importation 
of all free labor 
as may wish to come, and when the 
number 
is so much greater than the 
demand that employment 
is an 
Im 
possibility, they may return to Japan. 
Is that so?" 
"Why should they not come. 
The

British 
or American subjects as to where they 
obtained the money to get here or to 
enable them

No, 
sir! and 
this close inquiry into the cases of the 
Japanese 
is merely prejudice. 
A few 
years 
ago and their charges 
might 
be true, but today it is not. I have in- 
vestigated this matter and understand 
it fully." 
"When 
the case is decided 
by the 
Supreme 
Court, 
what 
will 
be your 
course?" was asked the Consul 
Gen- 
eral. 
"That depends entirely upon results. 
I may ask the Minister of Foreign Af 
fairs 
ijpr an explanation. 
I may 
go 
further and insist upon an investiga- 
tion, at which I will be present I pro- 
pose acting 
as the exigencies of the 
case require." 
"For the sake of argument, then, Mr. 
Shimamura, 
let us assume that the 
case is decided 
in favor of the Japan- 
ese. 
In that event, will Japan 
ask 
damages from this Government? 
"That I cannot say. The people who 
have been kept in quarantine 
longer 
than the law specifies certainly suffer 
damage. The steamship company, too, 
may feel injured, for the steamer is 
kept here at a great expense and the 
company may ask damages. I do not 
know what will be done, 
and it is 
only for me to Teport the case to my 
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the premises until I hear from Tokio "

hand,

case is decided against the Japanese, 
and the Government orders their

"What will be your 
action then?" 
"If contract laborers;

ing to say after this is proven in court 
My actions will be in reference to the 
free laborers, 
those who have

I do not think those men will 
go back." 
"Your 
position 
in that 
case, 
Mr. 
Shimamura, will be aggressive, and In 
this place to be aggressive, one must 
have something more stable than the 
Pacific Ocean behind him. 
Do you ex- 
pect a warship from Japan in response 
to the dispatches which you sent on 
th.e Australia 
yesterday, 
the Pern on 
Tuesday, or the steamer China, which 
sails for Yokohama tomorrow?" 
"Again 
I must 
decline 
to answer 
your question. 
I would 
be pleased to 
give you all the information 
you 
st. 
but there are some forms which 
must be respected in diplomatic 
cir- 
cles, and answering such questions i! 
one of them." 
"Then let me put the 'question in a 
different way," said the reporter. 
"Do 
you deny that you have requested your 
Government to dispatch a warship 
to 
Honolulu without delay, and that the 
cable was sent on one of the steamers 
which left for San T"rmcisco 
within 
the past two days?" 
"I 
--decline to answer either question, 
and you must respect my position." 
As there was no denial, it is reason- 
able to believe that a 
man-o'-w- 
ar

been ordered. Allowing seven days for

Water Works Co., Ltd.," representing 
as it does the Soda Water Works 
of 
John 
A. Palmer 
& Co., Crystal 
Soda 
Works. Tahiti Lemonade Works and 
Hollister 
& Co., the successors of the 
original founders. 
The consolidation 
of interests 
and

enables 
them to manufacture

basis, thereby supplying their patrons 
at prices lower than the same quality 
are sold for in the United States.

and organic life. The water, after pass-- . 


ing the purifying apparatus,

The machinery used in carbonating 
the water Is a combination of the "Con-

The sugar used in the syrups is a 
specially refined article, free from color 
and other "whitenere."

The great house of H. Hackfeld 
&

years, and thus imported his goods in 
his own ships 
In 1861, Mr. Hackfeld 
returned 
to 
Germany to look after the business at 
that end 
of the 
line, 
leaving 
Mr. 
Piiueger 
sole 
manager 
herev 
From 
that period the business increased 
by 
leaps and 
bounds. 
Enlarging 
upon

San Francisco and Honolulu. 
In 1875, 
the 
present 
premises 
were 
secured 
from the Government and the business 
was transferred 
to that place. 
J. C. 
Glade, H. W. Schmidt and others 
off- 
iciated as managers at different times 
up to 
1SS1. 
During this period 
Mr. 
Pflueger made several trips 
to 
Ger- 
many and finally died there on Octo- 
ber 
5, 1SS3. 
Mr. Hackfeld died 
Octo- 
ber 20, 1S87, aged 71. 
In 
188 
Messrs. H. Hackfeld, J. C. 
Pflueger and J. C. Glade beafme silent 
partners. 
At the same time Paul 
Isen-ber- g, 
Sr., H. F. 
Glade 
and John 
F. 
Hackfeld, the latter a nephew of the 
original head of ths house, entered the 
firm 
as active partners. 
About the 
same time 
a number 
of plantations, 
among them Waianae, were establish- 
ed with their financial aid. 
In 
1SS9, 
Mr. Schmidb retired, and in 1894, 
Mr. 
H. F. Glade left the business and 
to Germany. 
In 
1890", Messrs. Hackfeld 
& Co. be- 
came 
identified with the Laysan 
Isl- 
and guano enterprise. 
This island 
is 
practically 
covered over with 
a rich 
fertilizer. 
The firm secured a lease of 
the 
property 
and 
then 
sent vessels 
down to bring the guano to Honolulu. 
A station was established and a num 
ber of men were sent to the island to 
get the fertilizer 
in shape for ship 
ment. 
For a while the fertilizer was 
handled in its crude state, but it was 
soon seen that it must be chemically 
prepared 
for the soil and 
efforts in 
that direction 
were begun. 
The ser 
vices of Dr. Averdam, an experienced 
chemist, were secured and he directed 
many 
of the plans which have since 
been carried 
into 
effect. 
While 
pre- 
paring fertilizers 
for market, 
as best 
he could with the, then, limited 
facil- 
ities, he planned 
the great works at 
Kalihi, which promise to furnish 
ere 
long all the 
manufactured 
fertilizers 
required 
by the 
plantations 
of this 
country. 
In the latter part of 
1893, 
Messrs. 
Hackfeld 
& Co. and 
G. N. Wilcox of 
Kauai 
organized 
The 
Pacific Guano 
and Fertilizer Co., having 
as its 
ob- 
ject 
the 
manufacture 
and 
sale 
of 
standard 
fertilizers. 
A 
site 
for 
the 
works of the company was selected in 
a tract of level land at Kalihi, bound- 
ed by the Oahu railway 
on one side 
and the Government road on the other. 
The plot was covered with kiawe trees, 
some 
lantana 
and rocks, and seemed 
at first a irlfle uninviting 
for the en 
terprise. Ground was broken in March,j 
1894. 
Large gangs 
of men were put 
to work, and soon the place was clear- 
ed and railway 
sidings where laid to 
the spot where the new buildings were 
to be erected. 
Then, like "Mushrooms In a night," 
the mammoth 
factory 
buildings 
and 
warehouses 
went up. 
The first 
one 
was the 
three-stor- y 
structure to 
ac- 
commodate 
the 
big acid 
vats. 
Next 
came the manufactory, 
in which the 
crude 
stuff is carried 
through 
what 
seems an endless chain of machinery, 
until it is pulverized and ready for the 
addition of chemical properties. By the 
side of this was built the engine house, 
containing 
two of the largest boilers 
in the country. 
Across the track, 
in 
front, 
two immense warehouses 
were 
erected, and another has recently been 
built on the Ewa side. 
Mauka, front- 
ing on lanes leading 
to the Govern- 
ment 
road, are neat cottages, 
about 
a" dozen 
in number, 
occupied 
by the 
heads 
of the various 
departments 
in 
the works. 
In about six months all the factory 
buildings were up and the machinery 
was in motion. 
In the meantime two 
large 
cargoes 
of guano 
had 
arrivpd 
from Laysan Island, and on this the 
start was made. 
The first year about 
6000 tons of high grade fertilizers were 
turned 
out. But the demand was far' 
greater than the supply, and a pressing 
necessity 
for 
greatly 
increasing 
the 
capacity 
of the works at once 
mani- 
fested 
itself. 
Plans were drawn for arrangements 
which would double the output. These 
were submitted 
to Mr. Paul Isenberg, 
one of the promoters of the enterprise, 
and had to await his. presence in the 
country. 
Upon looking over what had 
been accomplished, 
Mr. 
Isenberg 
at 
once sanctioned; the 
additional 
out- 
lay. 
More 
machinery 
was 
procured, 
most of which was manufactured 
here, 
and the plans for increasing the fac- 
tory 
and 
warehouse 
capacity, 
which 
has 
since been done, were' adopted. 
During the year 
1896 
all that had 
been outlined in the way of improve- 
ments was accomplished. 
During 
1897 
over 15,000 tons, or about as much as 
the supply of crude material will stand, 
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will be turned out. Various grades ot 
fertilizers, 
to meet 
the 
demands 
of 
the soil it is required 
to treat, are 
manufactured. 
The enterprise 
I3 oae 
of the largest and most important la. 
the country 
Since Its establishment 
high grade fertilizers 
have come into 
general use, and to this fact Is due la 
a large measure the great Increase In 
the sugar output for 1896 over that of 
preceding 
years. 
The 
industry 
em 
ploys a force of 50 men. 
Another 
important 
Industry 
Into 
which the house of Hackfeld & Co. has 
more recently 
launched 
Is coffee. 
Of 
the 7000 bags shipped to this market 
last year, the firm handled over 3000, 
or nearly half. 
They have purchased 
300 acres, of fine coffee land near Hllo, 
which will ultimately 
be devoted 
to 
the crop. 
A new warehouse, 
ground 
for which wl)l be broken next week, 
at Waianucnue and k ront street, Hllo, 
will be used largely for receiving 
and-storin- 
coffee as it arrives 
from Ihe ' 
plantations. 
A short time ago complete machine 
ry for preparing the coffee for market 
arrived and will be placed next week. 
A large warehouse to accommodate It, 
and also as a convenience in handling; 
the product, has been erected and Is 
now ready for occupancy at the corner 
of Fort and Queen 
streets, Honolulu. 
The 
machinery 
at 
hands 
is quite 
elaborate and will handle all the coffes- - 
the country will be able to produce 'n 
years. It consists of a huller, polisher 
and assorter. 
The beans are thrown 
first in the huller and come out clean. 
They are then conveyed to the polisher 
where a more delicate process of clean- 
ing is gone through with. Finally the 
grades 
are 
separated 
and 
fall 
Into--' 
their respective 
containers. 
This 
lat- 
ter process is beautifully 
accurate and 
regulates precisely the coffees handled 
according 
to market 
standards. 
This 
enterprise is new. so new, in fact, that 
no practical results have yet been at 
tained. 
It is certain, 
however, that, 
with the yearly Increase of coffee pro 
duction, 
it will prove a great suc 
cess as a business venture as well as 
a great convenience to producers and 
jobbers.

Good 
Hii.sinc.is Built by Lumber 
Manufacturers. 
Among the manufactories 
of Hono 
lulu those connected with the build 
ing 
interests 
of the islands 
form a 
prominent 
part. Honolulu has several 
well 
equipped mills for the 
prepare- - . 
tlon of lumber for building 
purposes 
and In the number the "Enterprise Mill 
Co.," the principal stockholders 
being 
Peter 
High, Dr. J. S. 
B. Pratt and 
Bernhard 
Johanson. 
The mill property extends from Ala-- 
kea to Richards 
street below Queen 
and contains 
all the latest improved 
machinery 
to be found In any estab- 
lishment 
of this character. 
The firm 
employs about thirty skilled 
carpen- 
ters and men accustomed to handling 
wood working machinery. In addition 
to a large contracting 
business in tho 
construction of buildings the firm 
exs-cut-es 
orders for mill work on lumber 
and ships many thousand feet to points 
on the other Islands. 
The machinery 
is never idle and during the past year 
with the phenomenal increase in build 
ing operations 
the force 
of men has 
been increased. 
In connection with 
the mill there 
is a building 
devoted 
to use as an 
office and 
draughting: 
rooms. 
J. A. Hopper. 
Opposite 
the mill just mentioned, J. 
A. Hopper conducts one of a similar 
character. 
He does not, however, take 
contracts 
for 
building, 
his 
business 
being confined principally to mill work 
for carpenters 
or builders. 
His 
en- 
gines are never Idle and his employes , 
are always busy.

on Queen

occupied 
by them has two floors and two main 
entrances, 
the principal 
one being 00 
Queen 
Street 
and 
the 
other 
on ths 
water front 
A notable 
fact about 
the house today is that it is always 
jammed 
to the doors with 
merchan- 
dise, and there 
Is at all 
times 
the 
hum and bustle of business within its 
walls. 
The house of M. W. McChesney & 
Sons was established 
in 1879 by Mat- 
thew Watson 
McChesney, father and 
grandfather of respectiyely the present 
proprietors, 
R. W. and F. W. and J. 
M 
McChesney. 
The elder McChesney; 
was a native of New York. 
He was 
a tanner by trade; and 
lmmediately 
upon his arrival in Honolulu establish- 
ed a tannery with a small grocery an- 
nexed to it. 
This was the beginning 
of the great house forming the subject 
of this sketch. 
For a time the old gentleman 
was 
assisted 
in his enterprise 
by his two 
sons, H. N. and 
R. W. McChesnpy. 
In 1888, however, he died at the ripe. 
age of S3, and the sons came into con- 
trol 
of the business 
A year later H 
N. McChesney 
sold his interest to his 
brother, and the latter took his sons, 
F. M. and J. M., Into full partnership, 
with him. 
From that time forward the strides 
made by the house have been almo3t' 
phenomenaL 
Its trade 
gr,ew 
beyond, 
Honolulu, and before 1890 had spread 
out to every part of the Islands. Thrift 
on the part of the firm; a principle or 
the best goods for the lowest market 
figure, and 
square 
dealing

has made this possible. 
In 1885, the Honolulu 
Soap Works 
was established 
with 
McChe'sney 
& 
Sons as the prime movers behind iC 
It was a new and doubtful enterprise 
but what it lacked 
in promise' the 
firm supplied In extra push. 
Of course 
the business grew and paid and provert 
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a big success.- - At first only a small 
amount of soap was turned out; today 
500 boxes are loaded 
on the trucks 
from 
the 
works every 
month. 
The 
soap has met universal 
endorsement, 
and 
Is now shipped to every hamlet 
and plantation 
In the group 
This particular 
branch 
of the busi- 
ness of McChesney 
& Sons Is strictly 
a heme industry, and. In a way, a sav- 
ings institution 
to the town at large. 
Material from which the soap ingre- 
dients 
are 
obtained 
were 
in 
former 
years 
thrown 
away at the slaugther 
house and elsewhere. 
Now it is all 
collected 
and put to practical 
uses. 
The 
business 
at Iwilel 
employs 
a 
number of men at cood wases. 
F. W. 
McChesney is 
now 
president 
of the 
company and principal 
owner of '.he 
enterprise. 
Another important enterylse which 
this, house has been instrumental 
in 
launching is the Woodlawn Fruit Co. 
This business is new, but has every 
promise of the success which has at- 
tended all previous ventures made by 
this enterprising 
firm. 
A cannery 
is 
no'w talked of, and, with this in, the 
business 
will take 
the leap forward 
which is confidently expected of it. 
A fourth 
great 
enterprise, 
one in 
which the McChesneys have been won- 
derfully 
successfully, 
has 
been 
the 
preparation 
of 
island 
coffee 
for the 
trade. 
They 
stand 
today 
supreme. 
the nioneers and leaders in this im 
portant business. 
Roasting 
machines 
were imported 
from Xcw York, and 
now the finest coffee is prepared 
al- 
most ready for the table. 
Before the 
enterprise 
was 
started, 
Hawaiian 
coffees 
went to San Francisco 
to be 
rcasted, sacked and returned 
here for 
sale. Messrs. McChesney 
& Sons have, 
by their scheme, saved to their .patrons 
from three to five cents per pound on 
this commodity. 
This latter fact is becoming appre- 
ciated. 
The quality of the coffee, also, 
has so far commended it that it has 
supplanted many of the foreign roasts 
fnrmprlv broucht to this market 
The 
demand' for the McChesney 
article has 
become 
so great 
and 
positive that 
wholesale houses have found it neces- 
sary to place large orders for it for 
their jobbing trade. One of the largest 
wholesale houses of Honolulu recently 
adopted the McChesney 
coffee for 
ex- 
clusive sale in its business. 
With all these enterprises 
on hand 
at once, the business of the firm runs 
on as smoothly as a mechanical

BEE 
CULTURE. 


An Industry That Has Made Rapid 
Strides. 


. 
It would be a difficult thing to fir the 
datejof the beginning of the bee 
in-- 
dustry in the Hawaiian Islands. 
As far 
baqk as the "oldest inhabitant" can 
run his thoughts, honey has been gath- 
ered In the mountains. 
Back 
In the 
'GO's one of the characters 
of the city 
was Dwight Holcomb, known 
to the 
small boys and natives as "Old 
Oak- 
um." 
He was an eccentric Individual 
and was the "bogie man" to the young 
boys of that time. 
Holcomb had no business and lived 
mainly 
through 
assistance 
from 
his 
friends and lived in a small shack At 
the head of Fort street 
His attire was 
picturesque, if rags and tatters may be 
outside of art circles. 
Often 
he would patrol Fort street carrying a 
double-barr-el 
shot-gu- n 
and 
with 
a 
game bag hanging from his shoulders. 
On such occasions it was noticed that 
he would leave the town and make a 
trip to the mountains, Tantalus 
being 
a favorite spot He mingled much with 
the natives, and in his conversations 
with 
them 
he 
would 
caution 
them 
against going over the mountains by 
way of Tantalus, 
telling 
them 
that 
there was a bear Tip there that would 
eat them up. This caution was so fre-- 


and they were not afraid. 


official 
the other day: 
"While 
father 
always 
in- 
tensely religious, and a man devoted to 
the church, he was at once a rather 


aell, when as a boy 
we had 
a. two- - 
week's holiday, 
instead 
of being 
al- 
lowed 
to spend the vacation, 
as we 
wished, my brother and I had to pull 
weeds. 
the last day, having 
fiuisn- - 
ed our task, I tried to persuade my 
brother to ask permission ofjny father 
to go up in the mountain and find "Old 
Oakum." 
"Knowing 
well my father's 
stern- 
ness, be declined. Then I mustered up 
the necessary 
courage, 
but 
when I 
leached the door of the house 
I 
be- 
came very bumble, and in that 
con- 
dition asked and received permission 
to go to the mountains 
and find the 
man who had so often frightened us. 
Climbing over the crest of Tantalus 
and 
descending 
a 
hundred 
feet 
or 
more, we found "Old 
Oakum" 
chop- 
ping away at a fallen tree. 
He made 
no objections to our being there, but 
cautioned us to look out for the bees. 
When he had chopped 
sufficiently he 
reached 
in with 
his 
hand 
xind 
ex- 
tracted 
the honey. 
He told us then 
that he would sell the combs for ?2.50 
or 
$5.00, 
according to the size. 
One 
thing about Holcomb I could not un 
derstand; 
he would handle 
the 
Dees 
without 
protection 
to his hands 
or 
face, 
and 
was seldom stung. 
Occa- 
sionally he would get a nip, but he 
did not seem to mind it That was 
thirty years.ago, and as far as my in- 
formation 
goes, Dwight Holcomb was 
the first man 
to gather 
wild honey 
for the Honolulu market" 
Twenty years ago John Farnsworth 
came here 
from 
Virginia 
City, 
Ne- 
vada. 
A year later a colony of bees' 
swarmed on his place. A day or two 
after hiving them a man came along 
and claimed the bees, but settled for a 
small sum. and from this colony Mr. 
Farnsworth 
got a start from which 
resulted most of the colonies in Ho- 
nolulu. 
After conducting the business alone 
for a number 
of jears, 
Mr. 
Farns 
worth took in as partners 
U. Thomp. 
son of Kamehameha 
School, 
a prac- 
tical apiarist, 
and E. W. Jordan, 
and 
nearly all of tliir hives are kept in 
the 
neighborhood 
of 
Kamehameha, 
the conditions 
there 
being excellent 
for the purpose. 
A few hives, 
how- 
ever, are kept 
on the Waikikl 
road 
In the viQinity 
of the groves of 
trees, the blossoms of which 
furnish an excellent quality of honey. 
In 
1SS5 Thomas Rewcastle decided 
to embark in the business, and 
pur- 
chased 
a stand 
of 
bees from 
Mr. 
Farnsworth. 
He has today about 
300 
hives, .200 of which he keeps in Pawaa 
and 100 hives on Kinau street 
During 
the past few years 
he has found a 
fairly profitable market for his honey 
in Liverpool 
and 
Londoii, 
shipping 
rhis product through Theo. H. Davies 
& Co. 
Mr. 
Rewcastle 
states 
that in 
189G 
he averaged between 45 and 50 pounds 
of honey per hive, but in good years 
the average will reach 60 pounds. His 
colonies are located In places conveni- 
ent to algeroba trees, and his honey 
is consequently 
of a beautiful 
white 
variety. 
Sometimes his 
bees 
go 
off 
among the lantana, 
and the result is 
honey of a darker 
shade 
and 
less 
sweet 
Mr. Rewcastle 
considers 
that 
the 
radius of the flight of bees is about 
a mile and a half, and be believes that 
rival bee men make a mistake when 
they put their hives at a shorter 
dis 
tance than that from their neighbors. 
The bees in Honolulu produce honey 
only 
during 
May, 
June, 
July and 
August, and, as the feeding grounds 
are limited the business of growing 
honey in the Hawaiian Islands Is 
al- 
ready overdone. 
The foreign market 
is blockaded with a duty of 3 cents 
a pound in England 
and 
10 cents- - a 
gallon for honey going Into the Unit- 
ed States. 
In Honolulu the market is 
limited, the sales not amounting 
to 
$20 per month. 
The 
business 
being 
limited, 
Mr. 
Rewcastle thinks the bee men of 
Ho- 
nolulu 
should 
consolidate 
and 
pro- 
tect each other, as they do in Califor- 
nia. 
Aside 
from the algeroba and a 
few flowers, 
the only honey bearing 
blossoms in the Islands are those of 
the Royal palm, and as the supply of 
this is, to an extent limited, the 
re- 
sult to the individual producers is not 
large. 
From 
another 
extensive 
dealer 
in 
bees the following information 
is 
ob- 
tained: 
."During the past five years the care 
and culture of the honey bee has been 
given the utmost 
care and attention 
by experienced and capable veterans 
In bee culture. 
Blacks, Hybrids 
and 
Italians 
have 
all 
been imported 
at 
great 
expense. 
These are forwarded 
through 
tfce mail in small cells 
especi- 
ally constructed for them; 
but as the 
time they are necessarily 
imprisoned 
is. long, many die before they reach 
their destination, 
and "as the queens 
cost upwards of $6 each, the loss Is 
considerable. 
"Regarding 
the 
honey 
producing 
plants, here, every one, including the 
celebrated White Mountain sage, that 
which has made California honey 
fa- 
mous the world over, has been tried 
here, and 
so has the basswood tree 
from Ohio, but without success. 
Ha 
waiian honey has been on the market 
for twenty years. 
It is a fair color, 
with a good taste. 
Recent shipments 
to the English 
market 
have brought 
2 
1--2 
to 
3 
1--2 
cents a pound. 
The 
small area on which bees can be culti- 
vated is a great drawback to the ex 
tension of the business. 
The lantana, 
too, 
which, 
covers so much 
of our 
waste lands, produces honey much too 
dark for consumption. 
"Qur bees gather 
the 
honey from 
the eucalyptus trees and the different 
Lfiowers 
which decorate 
so many 
of 
Honolulus 
beautiful 
gardens.

Bureau 
of Public 
Works 
and 
Land 
Office, will show an enormous increase 
of business. 
In 
the 
Finance 
Department 
it 
s 
little to say that more money has not 
been handled since the big Kalakaua 
loan days. 
Tax, 
license, Post Office 
and Customs receipts have been great- 
er than in years. 
The number of ac- 
counts 
in 
the 
Postal 
Savings 
Bank 
have 
increased 
from 
3,500 
to 
7,500 
during the year, an increase of over 
100 per cent 
In the Customs depart- 
ment a great stride will be noted. 
The 
country's shipping increased in a sur 
prising ratio. 
Exports 
have been far 
in excess of lS9o and imports will also 
show a large increase. 
Taxable prop 
erty has Increased and opened the way 
for larger 
revenues, 
than ever in the 
history of the country. 
It will be shown from the Interior 
Department report that more land has 
been opened than In years before, and 
that It has been taken 
up by an 
In- 
dustrious 
class 
of people; that great 
strides have been made In roadbuud- - 
ing, public 
structures, 
Improvements 
to landings and many other things.
